H a s Ruled 9o Directly A g a in st a 


State Railroad C om m ission as Vir- 


tually to Strip the Latter Body of 


Jurisdiction or Authority in the W a y 


of Rate Adjustment. 


Washington, 
March 
25 .— The 
longest step ever taken by the fed­ 
eral body in the direction of curtail­ 
ing the p owers of state railroad com­ 
missions is the decision just handed 
down by the interstate commerce com­ 
mission. 
This decision, if sustained, 
will, it is contended, lead to the elim­ 
ination of state railroad commissions 
or leave them with comp aratively lit­ 
tle Jurisdiction or authority. 
The decision is one of the most im­ 
p ortant and farreaching in its p ossi­ 
ble effects that the commission has 
ever handed down. 
“ If the p ower here asserted exists 
in this commission, then every state 
rate can be controlled by it.” said 
Commissioner Clements, in a dissent­ 
ing op inion. 
The decision is in a rase brought 
by the railroad commission of Louisi­ 
ana. The St. Ixmis Southw estern Rail­ 
way comp any and other carriers are 
named as defendants, but the real de­ 
fendant in the case is the railroad 
commission of Texas, inasmuch as the 
rates against which comp laints were 
m ade which have now been set aside 
by the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion. were fixed by it. 
Up to the Commerce Court. 
This case p uts the entire question 
of a conflict of jurisdiction between 
the interstate comrp erce commission 
and the state commission squarely up 
to the I’nitrd States commerce court. 
Eventually the decision will bring the 
question before the United States su­ 
p reme court in a more comp rehensive 
m anner than is p resented by the well- 
known Minnesota rate case now p end­ 
ing before the court. 
The comp laint in the case was that 
the railroads make rates out of Dallas 
and other Texas p oints into southern 
Texas much lower than rates from 
Shrevep ort. La., into Texas. 
As an in­ 
stance. it is stated that a rate of 60 
rents carries first elass traffic to the 
eastw ard from Dallas a distance of 160 
miles, while the same rate of 60 cents 
will carry the same class of traffic but 
fifty-five miles into Texas from Shreve­ 
p ort. 
The comp laint asked the com­ 
mission for reasonable adjustm ent of 
rates ending the alleged unjust dis­ 
crimination p racticed by these inter­ 
state railroads. 
The decision of the 
commission, 
which was written by Commissioner 
Lane, says that the evidence sup p orts 
the theory of the Louisiana com m is­ 
sion that the Texas commission is act­ 
ing in favor of the jobbing interests in 
Texas.

Washington, March 25.—An effort 
will he made to nish through congress 
a hill authorizing the p resident to me­ 
diate in the coal strikes.

The authorities at Havana 
had made p lans to blow up the Maine 
in the event of a declaration of war. 
It was surmised that

American government declared war. 
the Maine would immediately leave 
the harbor in order to avoid the 
p os­ 
sibility of falling a victim to mines. 
The mine was conveyed to a sp ot near 
the Maine on a lighter which, as was 
brought out in the testimony of Cap ­ 
tain 
Sigshee 
before 
the 
Samp son 
court, came near fouling the battle­ 
ship by reason of the current, was 
discovered by the cap tain and warned 
by him that she was violating the h ar­ 
bor 
regulations 
and 
was 
running 
without lights at a great risk. 
Sigs- 
bee had no authority over the harbor 
and could say no more. 
The men on 
the lighter had already accomp lished j m our, Ind. 
their p urp ose and had p lanted 
the 
mine between two buoys marking the 
channel 
through 
which 
the 
Maine 
would be comp elled to p ass on her way 
out to sea. 
It was p lanned that no 
chance should be taken as to the p os­ 
sibility of war if the Maine should 
weigh anchor. 
Even though no war 
was declared and the Maine was leav­ 
ing as p eacefully as she came, the au­ 
thorities were to take no chances on an 
uncertainty of 
future 
develop ments, 
hut were to get even with the Ameri 
can government for the aid that had 
p rovided the rebels by filibustering 
conditions in this country and by the 
moral sup p ort of the American p eop le 
generally. 
The mine was p laced on 
the night of Feb. 14. 
Next day the 
secret fell into the hands of the rebels 
through the man in whose house or 
shed 
the contact 
button 
had 
been 
p laced. 
A few rebel leaders who al 
most immediately learned of this, de­ 
cided to take the situation into their 
ow n hands and act the following night. 
This p romp t action was decided up on 
for fear that w ar might he declared 
at any moment 
or that the Maine 
might leave at any moment and that 
they would thus lose the aid of an im­ 
p ortant weap on of the American navy. 
The rebel p lan was to set off the mine 
and thus inflame the American nation 
by what would ap p ear an attem p t of 
the government to blow up the battle 
ship . 
And so shortly after nightfall 
the button was p ressed. 
Nowhere was 
there 
greater 
consternation 
than 
among the rebels them selves when the 
result became known. 
The only ex 
p lanation of how the ship came over 
the mine confirms that of the testimo­ 
ny of the court of inquiry. 
By a p e­ 
culiar current in that channel of the 
harbor, caused by the trade winds at 
that season, the ship 's anchorage had 
become changed every two or three 
days, p assing alm ost from one buoy tc 
another, and by this action of the cur 
rent had swung over the mine at the 
time the button was p ressed.”

want to do really good work I get 
dru nk,“ iie said. 
He stated this qu ite 
openly. 
“ It makes me thu ndering bad 
afterwards, as I don’t possess a cast 
Iron constitu tion, bu t it is necessary. 
After I wake In the next morning my 
brain is on fire, and my mind is as 
activ e 
as 
possible. 
Then I settle 
down and wire in.”
